Is ni which we ſo highly prize, a F 
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fondly love, is, at beſt but a troubleſome Scene, {of 
I Viciffitudes and Changes, drawn out in bright Sum- 
$5 ſhine Days, and dark gloomy Nights, mixt with Sighs, 
and Smiles, Mirth and Melancholy, Weeping and Joy, chec- 
ker d with cheating Pleaſures, and real Troubles, railing agd 

depreffing, ſtill vexing and diſquieting us; ſo that the motif 
proſperous and happy, have had their Occaſions of Sorrows 
and Cauſes of Complaint. The Patriarch Jacob, whom Gol 
hath bleſſed with old Age, with a plentiful Ifſuc of Children 


giving a ſad and mournful Account of himſelf, when Pharadl, 
ask'd him his Age. The Days of the Tears of my Pilgriniage 4 
One Hundred and Thirty; and tho I have lived ſo long, yet 
can experimentally ſay, Few and Evil have. the Days of my H 
grimage been: Gen. 47. Though Goodnefs delivers from Hell: 
yet it is no Privilege from Crofles, or Temptations, Sicknel; 
or Death; and the more eminent Holineſs is, it is the more el; 
poſed, many times, to ſharpand ſevere Aſſaults. Of this we 
have an Inſtance —— He is ſer upon on all ſides, he fou 
the Devil a powerful Enemy, and his great Eſtate a ſudden Shi 
wreck, his Children, in a moment, cruſht to Pieces, and all 
Hopes vaniſht : In this troubleſome Sea of Afflictions, he h 
but three things to comfort him, which all ſcem'd rather to au 
ment than leſſen the Storm. The Wife of his Boſom, wh 
Breath ſhould have ſweetned and eas d his Grief, was an ii 
patient Vexation : His Friends, whoſe Counſels and Comp 
ſions ſhould have been his tender Relief, became his bitter a 
cenforious Judges ; yea, his God, whom (by his own Teſting 
ny) he ſerv'd and fear'd with ſingular Uprightneſs, whoſe . 
wels are ever tender and compaſſionate to ſuch, and upon wb 
gracious Acceptance he thought to quiet and anchor his trotſh 
Spirit; yet his God ſeem'd not only a Stranger, but an Ene 
and even Mercy itſelf ſeemd cruel, and Kindneſs harſh andi. 
vere. But under all theſe, we ſee his Behaviour and Comp 
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ſome Particulars it was weak and Humane“: When Faith \wai 
ſtrong, he was above all Storms, but when Sin and Nature did 
work, he was ſomethin} impatient. Thus it is with the beſt;

a Divine Law, over which, if he trampled or paſſed, be wa 
fure to meet with Baniſhment and Death. It was not long be 
fore Man's Pride and Luſt, (blown up with the Temptation 
of Satan,) did intrude upon the Goodneſs of his Maker, and 
preſumes to try whether God will be true to his Word. But ne 
ſooner had Man broken down this Hedgę, and tranſgreſs d 
Divine Command, in eating the forbidden Fruit; but the 

rence againſt theſe Malefactors was ſpeedily executed; our fir 
Parents turn'd out of Paradice, the one to get his Bread by the 
Sweat of his Brows, the other to Multiply, and People the 
Land, in ſuch a manner, as that every Child ſhould be a Me 
mento of her Sin, and many times a Meſſenger of Death. Thu 


fence him to Die: Which declares, that God delights not i 
the Death of a Sinner ; he was not the Author of Death; it wi 
our Hands that were guilty of this Evil. All that God mac 
he ſaw was very Good ; but what Man vent about to mend 
Evil.

Man believes the 
Devil before God; and being deluded with his Lie, he courts 
is Maker by a Wilful Sin, to perform his Promiſe, Thou ſhall 
urely die. That Death which was neither known, nor heard 
ff before in the World, now enters into it, and lays its Venom 
nd Poiſon upon every thing that we either hear, or fee, or taſt, 
r feel; one great N meets it in a Glatz, another meets 
t in a Fly; one Man finds it in the Kernel of a Grape, ano- 
er in the Prick of a Thorn; one in the Taſte of an Herb, a- 
other in the Smell of a Flower; one in a Bit of Meat, another 
a Mouthful of Air; one in the very ſight of Danger, another 
the apprehenſion of fad and diſmal Stories: There is nothing 
What is too little to hide Death under it: Death is the Puniſh- 
Kent, tho? it be inflicted many Ways; and God makes uſe of 
veral Inſtruments to be Man's Executioners; and Man hath as 
th oy ae to Die, as there are Helps to Live. 
The Third Argument is from the Infaillibility of God's Decree 
Jeb. 9. 27. It's appointed for Men once to Die; and after Death, to 
me to Judgment.

Indeed, 
if all our Concern could enable us to avoid the Stroke of De-
